business in the tri-towns to be put on hold. 

Scheduled Selectmen's meetings in both 
Rochester and Marion were cancelled on Monday and 
Tuesday, respectively and the most significant impact was 
felt in Mattapoisett where a planned 13-article Special 
Town Meeting originally posted for Monday evening 
March 5 at Old Rochester Regional High School was 
officially cancelled and will have to be reposted and 
readvertised. (No rescheduled date or time were available 
at press time — stay tuned!)

Street across from the ORR school complex. 

This parcel contains slightly in excess of four 
acres and has more than 200 feet of frontage on Route 6. 
The purchase price was $11,400. 

Marion is blessed with a long green strip on 
both sides of Route 6 from the Mattapoisett line. The 
commission is dedicated to working with land owners to 
obtain conservation restrictions, land donations, and 
selective bargain sales to achieve permanent protection 
of as much of this great natural resource as possible. It is 
the commission's objective to significantly inhibit 
development along this beautiful stretch of road for the 
quiet enjoyment of citizens and travelers. 

In this venture, the commission worked closely 
with the Mattapoisett Land Trust, and a small portion of 
the parcel that was located in Mattapoisett was 
transferred to the Trust. That land will also be 
permanently protected from development. The action 
will assure that the land adjoining the purchased parcel 
will extend the protected green strip for more than 500 
feet into Mattapoisett and will benefit residents of both 
towns. 

The Marion Open Space Acquisition 
Commission appreciates the assistance of the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust in this venture. The commission 
is also pleased to acknowledge the generosity and 
support of the Sippican Lands Trust and several agencies 
of the Commonwealth in working cooperatively to 
permanently protect numerous open space tracts within 
Marion. 

Meetings of the commission are held in the main 
conference room of the Town House at 7:00 pm on the 
second and fourth Wednesday of each month. The 
public is invited to attend and to participate in the open 
discussions.

CHOOSING A PET BIRD 

I have been thinking about getting a pet bird. How do I decide 
what kind to buy? 

If you have never had a pet bird before I'd recommend start- 
ing with a budgerigar (parakeet) or a cockatiel. They are 
small relatively easy to care for and relatively inexpensive. 

I've always wanted a cockatoo but I don't know too much about 
them. 

Cockatoos are loving gentle birds that require a huge time 
commitment. Owning a cockatoo is like having a perennial 2 
year old child for 50 years. They are often very loud and de- 
structive and may go through phases that make you ques- 
tion your sanity for wanting this bird in your home. Not a 
good choice for an avian novice. 

Is it better to get one bird or to get a pair? 
Birds that live with other birds tend to remain "bird ori- 
ented" and are much more difficult to tame than birds that 
spend lots of time out of their cage with people.

Prescriptions for Veterans 

As Massachusetts Veterans' population ages, they 
have an ever-growing need to pay out greater amounts of 
money for costly prescription drugs. The Massachusetts 
Department of Veterans Services has informed the 
Commonwealth's veteran population that prescription 
drugs are now available through the VA for only $2 for a 
30-day supply or at no charge if the veteran cannot afford 
to pay. In addition to providing state benefits to veterans, 
the Department's responsibility is to inform veterans 
about available benefits either from the state or federal 
governments and to assist in obtaining them. 

According to Commissioner of Veterans Services, 
Tom Kelley: "We want every Massachusetts veteran to 
know there is a new program making available low-cost 
prescription drugs to eligible veterans now available from 
the Veterans Administration — regardless of a veteran's 
economic circumstance or if the need is service-connected. 
Every city and town in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts has a Veterans Service Officer who is 
available to guide local veterans in obtaining a 30-day 
supply of a prescription drug for only $2 or free in some 
cases." 

Veterans do not have to have a service-connected 
disability to take advantage of this new program. Veterans 
with a discharge other than dishonorable are eligible to

prescriptions. There is a minimal charge for the visit to the 
VA doctor, usually covered by the veterans' own medical 
insurance plan. The veteran is then required to pay only 
$2 for every 30-day supply of each VA prescribed 
medication. If veterans are either disabled or on a limited 
income, they can visit VA doctors and receive 
prescriptions on a no-fee basis.

WHAT IS A FIXTURE? 



All of our agents sooner or 
later become involved in a 
dispute between a home 
buyer and seller about what 
fixtures are included in the 
home sale. Problems regard- 
ing the inclusion or exclusion 
of these items from the home 
sale can be solved in two 
ways. One is to understand 
what a fixture is. The easier 
method is to specify in the 
written sales contract which 
fixtures are included in the 
sales price. 

A fixture is personnal prop- 
erty which is permanently at- 
tached to real property. An ex- 
ample is a bathroom sink, 



which becomes a fixture when it 
is bolted to the wall. A sale of 
real property includes all fix- 
tures, unless they are explicitly 
excluded. 

As our staff can testify, it's not 
always easy to tell what is a fix- 
ture and what is personal prop- 
erty. Rather than going to court 
or losing a sale, it's best to pro- 
vide in the purchase and sale 
contract for disposition of 
troublesome items such as win- 
dow coverings, appliances, car- 
pets, outdoor plants, chande- 
liers, mirrors and TV antennas.

The Mexican. Starring Brad Pitt and Julia Roberts. 
Directed by Gore Verbinski. Running time: 123 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth 
Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

A lot of star power plugged into a little story usually causes 
the story to short-circuit. Movies like The Negotiator or What Lies 
Beneath probably needed their big stars in order to get produced, 
but the stars couldn't do much with the rote stories — it's a losing 
scenario for everyone except the studios, which cleaned up with 
the aforementioned films and will likely clean up with The 
Mexican, the new Brad Pitt /Julia Roberts vehicle. The movie is 
neither as good as you might hope (given that Pitt and Roberts 
have been excellent elsewhere) nor as bad as you might fear (or 
hope, if you enjoy picking apart bad star vehicles). It just sits there, 
doing nothing that a competent made-f or-cable movie with C-list 
stars couldn't do. 

Pitt and Roberts are Jerry and Samantha, a quarreling couple 
who are inmarriage counselling even though they're not married. 
Samantha is fed up with Jerry and his recurring obligations to 
shady mob figures; Jerry feels unappreciated and misunderstood 
— he's only working for the mob to protect her and himself from 
harm. (The obligation goes back to a fender-bender too tedious to 
detail here.) Having bungled his previous "last job" for the mob, 
Jerry embarks on a last "last job": find an antique Mexican pistol 
and deliver it to the mob boss. In a huff of disapproval, Samantha 
takes off for her pre-planned trip to Las Vegas; Jerry heads south 
of the border. 

It's been endlessly pointed out that the script, by J.H. Wyman, 
was originally designed for slightly lesser stars than Pitt and 
Roberts; I don't know if the material would have felt less routine 
with lesser-knowns, though. Director Gore Verbinski (MouseHunt) 
keeps things moving, but two hours plus is a long sit for a 
romantic comedy — I subscribe to the John Waters dictum that no 
comedy has any business crossing the 90-minute mark. We don't 
care about Jerry or Samantha; Pitt gives a good-sport, well- 
meaning-doofus performance, looking as though he really did 
this movie to make a chick flick and make Jennifer Aniston happy, 
and Roberts more often than not is too shrill and keyed-up. 
Together, by plot design, they have no chemistry. The stars, then, 




are being highly paid not to make magic together. 

Some incidental pleasures: James Gandolfini, as a hitman 
who kidnaps Samantha and gradually wins her platonic affection 
and trust, does his usual gruff- teddy -bear thing; he's become a 
whiz at it, but if he doesn't watch out he may turn into the next Joe 
Pesci, a lovable goombah who's no longer remotely dangerous. 
Here and there you get quirky actors like Bob Balaban as a 
surprisingly foul-mouthed mob guy (surprisingly for Balaban, 
who seems too neat and manicured even to have heard such 
words), Oz's J.K. Simmons as a low-level mobster (he's fine as 
always, but his waify blonde hairpiece really doesn't go with his 
mug), and a nice cameo at the end (spoiled by several critics) by 
an acting legend who makes Brad Pitt look like a dinner-theater 
actor without even getting up from his chair. 

But mainly this is a star vehicle, apparently rewritten as such, 
so there are few surprises (aside from a largely irrelevant factoid 
about Gandolfini's character which seemingly exists to give Julia 
a chance to rehash some My Best Friend's Wedding vibes). The 
Mexican is painless enough, a competent no-brainer with big 
Hollywood names directed by a non-entity who can be trusted to 
park the vehicle without a scratch. 

I can't really say what the major difference is between this 
movie and Julia Roberts' previous star vehicle, Erin Brockovich; 
maybe the difference is the director (Steven Soderbergh, certainly 
the opposite of non-entity), or maybe it's just that Erin Brockovich 
would' ve been a good movie even without Julia, and Julia made 
it shine. The Mexican probably would've been a lame movie 
without Julia and Brad, and it's only a slightly less lame movie 
with them, because there are too many moments where you catch 
them thinking that the movie needs them far more than they need 
it.
